Nuts Club May Meet¬ 
ing Notes 
by Mike Morey 

At the May 22"^ 
meeting, Bob 
Campbell gener¬ 
ously shared 
some of his 
tradecraft with 
club members, 
giving a presentation on clean¬ 
ing dug coins and tokens. 

Bob's expertise and accredita¬ 
tions are extensive. He is the 
owner of All About Coins in Salt 
Lake City, Past President of the 
American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion, one of the nations fore¬ 
most authorities on detecting 
counterfeit currency, and of 
course Bourse Chairman for the 
NUTS club. Bob has also au¬ 
thored what most of us know as 
THE authoritative book on Utah 
Trade Tokens. 

When it comes to cleaning 
coins, we have all heard DON'T 
DO IT. However, most of us will 
eventually attempt to clean our 
finds with varying degrees of 



success. Valuable key dates and 
rare tokens should be cleaned 
professionally, a service Bob 
provides at his shop. 

Bob demonstrated several 
methods of "coin doctoring 101" 
that can be effective in improv¬ 
ing the appearance of coins. 
Some of the materials demon¬ 
strated included a soaking mix¬ 
ture of vinegar and salt, com¬ 
mercial products such as Jewel 
Luster, Nic-o-date, 00 steel 
wool, brass brushes which are 
softer than coin metal and hol¬ 
low hair soft brushes. Methods 
for both 

cleaning 
and re¬ 
toning were 
demon- 
strated. 

Keys to cleaning your finds in¬ 
clude patience, taking your 
time, gradually increasing the 
strength of solutions so as not 
to pit or over clean, and PRAC¬ 
TICE (on items you are willing to 
make a mistake on.) 

If you weren't fortunate enough 
to be at this meeting, it would 



be well worth your time to 
speak to Bob or one of the club 
members that attended.

Chop veggies into bite size pieces. Mi¬ 
crowave veggies in water for 15-20 
minutes and let cool. Prepare four 
hamburger patties and season to taste. 

Use eight 12” pieces of heavy duty foil. 
Place two pieces together (one on top 
of the other). Place burger patties and 
veggies in the middle and sprinkle on 
brown gravy mix. Pull the inner piece 
of foil together until it meets in the 
middle and fold the foil inward in half 
inch increments until it snugly fits the 
meal. Repeat on ends flip over and 
repeat with outer piece of foil.

The coin covers are priced at $14.95 
each. Orders may be placed at the United 
States Mint's online catalog, 
http://www.usmint.qov/catalog , or at the 
toll-free number, 1-800-USA-MINT (872- 
6468). Hearing- and speech-impaired 
customers with TTY equipment may call 
1-888-321-MINT (6468). A shipping and 
handling fee of $4.95 is added to all do¬ 
mestic orders. No online, phone or mail 
orders will be accepted after 5 p.m. (ET) 
on June 30, 2010. 

Each 2009 District of Columbia and U.S. 
Territories Official First Day Coin Cover 
contains two commemorative quarter- 
dollar coins-one each from the United 
States Mint at Philadelphia and at Denver- 
honoring the District of Columbia, the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, Guam, 
American Samoa, the United States Virgin 
Islands and the Commonwealth of the 
Northern Mariana Islands. The quarters 
are mounted on a handsome display card 
with a cancelled postage stamp. The 
postmark marks the day the quarters were 
first released into general circulation.

Because coins are metal, you can clean them with the same tools you use to 
scrub a dirty frying pan. Sprinkle powdered cleanser on a scrubbing brush, and use it to whisk that 
dirt and grime away in no time! 



Bare fingers. Take your fingers and rub them softly over the surface of the coin, making sure to 
wipe all parts of the design. If you're having a hard time removing troublesome dirt, you can use 
potato-chip grease to help soften the grime.

Wet polish. Use moisture from your mouth to get the coin good and wet, and then rub it clean us¬ 
ing a wool sweater or some other textured fabric. The saliva will polish the coin, making it nice and 
shiny. 



Washing machine. The way you clean clothes is also a great way to clean your coins. To keep 
them from getting scratched, be sure to tuck coins in the front pocket of your jeans. Don't let your 
coins go into the dryer, though. 



Soap and water. After washing your hands with mild soap and water, lightly suds up the coin 
and rinse it. Then, pat it dry with a soft towel, being careful not to rub the towel roughly against 
the coin's surface.
